SLAVES OF SUPER-STATE 


The American people are only dimly becom ing 
aware of the extent to which this free nation has Ix'en 
traded out by its leadership and made a idave-statc to a 
big international combine over which the American people 
have no control. 
Repeatedly recently there have bren arguments in 
Washington on the legal point of whether C ongress had 
the power to modify rights and powers set forth in treaties. 
The question also has come up whether a concession made 
by a treaty is not supreme to the constitution itself. 
Some of the point of these arguments has been lost 
on the public. W hat is going on is that the agencies of 
government of the American people— Congress and the 
judiciary in particular— are being shorn of. power they 
formerly exercised. These powers were powers actually 
belonging to the American citizenry, simply assigned to 
the legislative and judiciary branches of government un­ 
der the constitution. The real losers when these powers 
disappear is not so much the branches of government con­ 
cerned, as the people themselves. 
W e are told by the W hite House that the United 
Nations charter and the Atlantic Pact and various other 
international agreements have taken various decisions out 
of the hand, for example, of the American Congress. In
